Body of Oakland teen — whose legal battle pitted family against 


doctors, making national headlines — to be flown home next week

Jahi McMath, the Oak- 
land teen whose brain- 
death case captivated the 
world while machines kept 
her breathing, was finally 
removed from those ma- 
chines on June 22 in New 
Jersey after suffering from 
internal bleeding and kid- 
ney issues, her family and 
attorney said Thursday. 

Nearly five years after 
California officially de- 
clared her deceased, the 
state of New Jersey has is- 
sued a death certificate, 
listing the preliminary 
cause of death as bleed- 
ing. Her body will be flown 
home to Oakland next 
week, her brain preserved 
for scientists to study, said 


family attorney Christo- 
pher Dolan. 

The girl’s mother, Nailah 
Winkfield, who had re- 
jected California’s conclu- 
sion that her daughter was 
dead, fought back tears in 
a phone interview with the 
Bay Area News Group on 
Thursday afternoon. Jahi 
was at Robert Wood John- 
son University Hospital 
in New Brunswick, where 
she had undergone multi- 
ple surgeries since April. 

“Tm devastated about 
losing my daughter,” Wink- 
field said. “Everything I 
did revolved around Jahi.” 

Her long, chaotic legal 
and medical battle fasci- 
nated the country, pitting 
a hopeful, deeply faithful 
family against pragmatic 
medical science and bu-

Suspect targeted journalists, officials 
say; reporter describes a ‘war zone’

with a vendetta against 
an Annapolis, Maryland, 
newspaper fired along gun 
through the newsroom’s

The identities of all of 
the victims are unknown, 
but the attack likely is the 
deadliest involving jour- 
nalists in the United States 
in decades. 

Local police said the 
Capital Gazette was tar- 
geted in the Maryland inci- 
dent that prompted height- 
ened security in news- 
rooms around the country.

New DNA evidence linked man to the 
murder of newlywed Arlis Perry in 
Stanford church, sheriff says

SANJOSE » For four decades, wild theories have 
surrounded the mysterious and horrific killing of 
a 19-year-old newlywed found bloody and brutal- 
ized in the pews of Stanford Memorial Church — 
that she was a victim of a satanic cult or the no- 
torious serial killer “Son of Sam.” 

It appears they were all wrong. 

On Thursday, former Stan- 
ford campus security guard Ste- 
phen Blake Crawford — who once 
told police that he locked up the 
church the night of Oct. 12, 1974, 
and discovered the body of Arlis 
Perry the next morning — shot 
himself in the head as police with 
new evidence against him closed 
in on his San Jose studio apart- 
ment. 

Crawford’s death brings to a 
close one of the Bay Area’s most 
famous unsolved murder cases, 
where investigators tried for 43 
years to find the person who 
killed the sweet young bride by 
ramming an ice pick into her Crawford 
skull and violating her body 
with altar candles. Semen was found on a church 
kneeler and a partial palm print was lifted from 
one of the candles, but neither were enough at the 
time to catch the killer. Crawford left Stanford 
two years later. In 1992, however, he was arrested 
and charged with stealing Western-style bronze 
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Gov. Brown signs 
sweeping consumer 
privacy legislation

The Legislature and Gov. Jerry Brown ap- 
proved sweeping new protections for consum- 
ers’ online data Thursday amid news of a mas- 
sive new security breach, a move that will keep 
a competing initiative opposed by the technol- 
ogy industry off the ballot. 

The California Consumer Privacy Act, As- 
sembly Bill 375 by Assemblymember Ed Chau, 
D-Monterey Park, and state Sen. Robert Hertz- 
berg, D-Van Nuys, passed unanimously out of 
the Assembly and Senate with bipartisan sup- 
port Thursday. Brown signed it a few hours later. 
Tt takes effect in 2020. 

Hertzberg said the bill will offer groundbreak- 
ing protections for consumers to know what data 
is collected on them, opt out of collection and 
hold companies accountable for unauthorized re- 
lease of their information. 
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
